TO 

Promote the Sea Fisheries of Ireland. a.d. 1883. 

W HEREAS the promotion, improvement, and encouragement of 
the Irish fisheries are objects of great importance, not only to 
Ireland, but to the wealth and commercial prosperity and naval 
strength of the Unite! Kingdom : 

o Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows ; (that is to say,) 

1. This Act may be cited on all occasions and for all intents and Short title 
10 purposes as the “ Deep Sea Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 1883.” of Act. 

2. This Act shall come into operation on the first day of January Commcnce- 
one thousand eight hundred and eighty-four , the period herein-after men t of Act- 
referred to as the commencement of Act. 

3. Immediately after the passiug of this Act it shall be lawful Lord b>eu- 
15 for the Lord Lieutenant to nominate and appoint four persons, who ^pp^n^Com- 
shall be unpaid, one from eacli province in Ireland, who, together missioned 
with the Inspectors of Irish Fisheries shall be Commissioners £ 01 ' th . c lns1 ' 
specially for overseeing, directing, and improving the deep sea 
and coast fisheries of Ireland, to be called the Commissioners of 
20 Irish Sea Fisheries, with power to them, or any number of them, to 
execute or cause to he executed the porvisions of this Act in 
manner herein mentioned. 

4. The Commissioners so appointed, and their successors, shall be Commis- 
incorporated by the name of “The Commissioners of Irish Sea acorpora-^ 
25 Fisheries,” and shall by that name be capable of suing and being tion. 
sued, they shall have a common seal, be capable of holding property, 
with all other the rights and powers incident by law to bodies 
corporate. 
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5. The Commissioners of Irish Sea Fisheries shall deliver or 
cause to he delivered annually, on or before the first day of May 
in every year, to the Lord Lieutenant or other chief governor or 
governors of Ireland for the time being, a full and accurate report 
of their proceedings for the year preceding, together with such 5 
suggestions and statistics as may seem to them expedient ; and shall 
also cause to be laid before both Houses of Parliament, within four- 
teen days after the sitting of each House next ensuing such first 
day of May, a copy of every such report. 

6 . On the death, resignation, or removal of any of the said 10 
Co mmis sioners, the Lord Lieutenant shall, by warrant under his 
hand and. seal, appoint another person in the room of the Commis- 
sioner so dying, resigning, or being removed. 

7. At a meeting or meetings to be held as soon as conveniently 
may be after their appointment, the Commissioners of Irish Sea 15 
Fisheries shall frame such rules and regulations for their meetings 
and the transaction of business as they may consider necessary, 
and may at any time alter, vary, repeal, or add to such rules, or 
adopt other and different ones in their stead, and may by such rules, 

if they shall so think fit, direct that any portion of the business 20 
intrusted to them by this Act may be transacted by a committee of 
their body, to be appointed in such manner and acting in such 
manner as such rules may prescribe. 

8. Nothing herein contained shall interfere with the power of 
the inspectors of Irish fisheries to make such regulations as they 25 
are by any statute empowered to do, to regulate the taking of 
salmon or trout in any of the estuaries or tidal waters or sea off any 
part of the coast in Ireland. 

9. From and after the commencement of this Act all other 
power or authority relating to the fisheries in the deep sea or in gg 
the estuaries or tidal waters or sea on the coast of Ireland, or to the 
making or recommending loans to fishermen or others under the 
provisions of the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund Act, 1874, or any 
Acts since passed relating to the same now vested in the inspectors 

of Irish fisheries shall be vested in and be exercised by the Comrnis- 35 
sioners under this Act ; and, unless where it is otherwise hereby 
provided, the powers conferred by this Act shall be deemed to be 
in addition to and not in substitution for those hitherto exercised 
by the said inspectors of Irish fisheries, and all the provisions of 
the Acts at present in force in Ireland relating to the sea and coast 40 
fisheries shall remain in full force and effect for the purposes of 
this Act. 
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10. For the purpose of enabling the Commissioners of Irish Sea Adv ~ s to 

Fisheries to make advances for the erection of piers or boat slips, be made 
the improvement of harbours, or such other works for the benefit of 

of the sea fisheries as to them may seem expedient, the Comniis- Irish Church 

5 sioners shall out of the property accruing to the Commission under Fun(1 ' 
the Irish Church Act, 1869, provide for the use of the Commis- 
sioners of Irish Sea Fisheries such amount not exceeding in the 
whole two hundred and fifty thousand pounds sterling, as the 
Commissioners appointed under this Act shall require for the 
10 purposes of this Act. 

11. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Irish Sea To be ex- 
Fisheries to apply the said sum, and such other sums as may come 

into their hands applicable to such purpose, in aid of the erection, 
improvement, and enlargement of such fishery piers, boat slips, or 
15 other works, and harbours as may be considered by them to be 
necessary for the benefit of the sea fisheries, either by way of grant 
or loan ; and it shall be lawful for the Commissioners under this 
Act, with the approval of the Lord Lieutenant, to make such rules 
as they may think fit, regulating the terms and conditions upon 
20 which aid shall be given to any proposed work either by way of 
grant or loan : Provided always, that in any case in which they 
shall think it fit, for special reasons, so to do, the Commissioners 
of Irish Sea Fisheries may, with the approval of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, take upon themselves the entire cost of the erection of any 
25 new pier, or the enlargement or improvement of any existing pier 
or harbour. The plans and specifications for all works to be under- 
taken shall be first approved by the Commissioners under this Act, 
and be submitted for the approval of the Lord Lieutenant before 
any such works are undertaken. 

30 12. All statutes now in force providing for such works to be ^ayocenZe 

executed, or for their maintenance, or for any matter or thing relating powers of 
to such works, or the making of any byelaws, rules, or regulations borrowin s- 
concerning same, or for the making of any award by which any 
district, barony, or county may become liable for any amount 
35 expended on such works, shall mutatis mutandis remain in full force 
and effect as if this Act had not passed, and all the powers, rights, 
privileges, and duties vested in or exercised by the Commissioners 
of Public Works under said Acts or any of them, shall be vested 
in and may be exercised by the Commissioners of Irish Sea Fisheries 
40 under this Act ; and all Acts for enabling grand juries to secure by 
presentment any loans or advances made for the erection or im- 
provement. of piers or harbours shall be applicable to any loans or 
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advances to be made by the Commissioners under this Act ; and all 
the powers conferred upon grand juries by any statute enabling 
them in that behalf may be exercised in relation to any such loans 
or advances. 

13. When any loans made under the authority of this Act for 5 
the erection of piers or other works, or any portion of such, are 
repaid to the Commissioners of Irish Sea Fisheries, it shall be lawful 
for them to apply the money so repaid in the same manner as they 
are hereby authorised to apply the sums to be provided under 
this Act for such pmposes ; and all moneys so received shall be 
applied by them for the purposes of carrying this portion of this 
Act into execution, and for such other purposes connected with 
this Act as they shall deem fit. 

14. Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act, it shall be 
lawful for the Commissioners of Public W orks in Ireland to advance 15 
or lend money for the construction, erection, or repair of fishery 
piers and harbours in Ireland in the same manner as if this Act 
had not been passed ; and, with the approbation and consent of 
the Lord Lieutenant, to advance or lend the same on the recom- 
mendation of the Commissioners of Irish Sea Fisheries, to be 2 o 
expended on such works as may be approved by the said last- 
mentioned Commissioners. 

15. The fishings and fisheries included in and affected by the 
provisions of this Act are hereby declared to be all fishings for 
any kind of fish, whether shell fish or otherwise, carried on in any 25 
manner or by any means whatever in the deep sea, tidal waters, or 
estuaries in or adjoining to the coast of Ireland, except the fishings for 
salmon and trout which shall remain under the control of the in- 
spectors of Irish fisheries by virtue of the statutes in that case made 
and provided. And the Acts relating to sea fisheries in Ireland shall, 30 
so far as they are not inconsistent with or repugnant to the provisions 

of this Act, remain in full force and effect and be read and construed 
with this Act as one Act. 
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
